ST. PETERSBURG, May 26.—Before 
a house more crowded than on the 
opening day, with every member in 
his seat, Premier Goremykin this aft- 
ernoon read to the Lower House of 
Parliament the expected declaration 
of the Government's policy pronounc- 
ing the imperial negative on the most 
cherished hopes and plans of the peo- 
ple’s representatives, 

All present were aware that the re- 
sponse would utterly fail to meet the 
wishes of the Lower House, and a 
hum of eager discussion as to the ef- 
fect of the resolutions expressing 
lack of confidence in the Government, 
which the Constitutional Democrats 
and the labor party had drafted in ad- 
yance, filled the hall and corridors, 

President Mouromtseff called the 
session to order and without waiting 
for further preliminaries, Premier 
Goremykin mounted to the _ tribune 
and begun reading the Goverfnmental 
declarations. The members sat stolid- 
ly silent, and when the Premier had 
finished and bowed to the assebly,not 


amurmur of approval was heard 
throughout the House, where the 
pages immediately began to distribute 
printed copies of the speech. 

A remarkable scene followed, when M. 
Roditcheff, the leader of the Constitu- 
tional Democrats, mounted the rostrum 
to reject in behalf of his party the Gov- 
‘@fminent'areply. With burning words’ 
he flung down the gauntlet to the Gov- 
ernment. 

When M. Roditcheff turned toward the 
benches occupied by the Ministry, and, 
with apm outsretched, menacingly de- 
clared that “It is not the oGvernment, 
but the representatives of the people 
here, who must decide what it best for 
the welfare of the country,’’ the mem- 
bers were wild with enthusiasm. 

M. Roditcheff concluded with a_ de- 
mand for the retirement of the bureau- 
cratic Cabinet and the creation of a re- 
sponsible Ministry from the people's 
chosen representatives. 

When M. Doditcheff ended the mem- 
bers sprang to their feet and for three 
minutes wildly cheered him and his 
speech. 

Grave news comes from the prov- 
inces. Instead of acting as a sedative, 
the assembling of Parliament has been 
marked by an alarming increase in rev- 
@lutionary agitation and terroristic ac- 
tivity on the one hand and of Black 
Hundred activity on the other. The ex- 
tremists of both sides are thus uivided 
into two hostile cainps, and both are 
arming as if preparing for an inevita- 
ble civil war. 

Sanguinary conflicts continue to be re- 

ported. A sequel to the clash on Arch- 
angel Square here, on May 24, when the 
Black Hundreds fired 50 revolver shots, 
killing one man an4 seriously wounding 
three, came last night, when a Black 
Tiundred man who participated in the 
affair was waylaid and murdered,by so- 
cial revolutionists. 
' The Social Democrats are working 
might and main to cast discredit on Par- 
HMament and produce an uprising of the 
elemental forces. They have already 
precipitated an incipient strike in the 
industrial quarters of Moscow, and at 
Odessa the longshoremen have struck. 
Not a single vessel left that harbor yes- 
terday. 

The Government's refusal to grant 
amnesty to the political prisoners fur- 


nishes the proletariat organizations a 
powerful weapon and they threaten that 
unless tomorrow, the anniversary of the 
Emperor's coronation, sees amnesty pro- 
claimed, to call a general strike as a 
preliminary to an armed uprising.

Snyder's first trial in 1902, before Judge 
Ryan, lasted an entire week, and was 
the greatest legal contest in Circuit At- 
torney Folk’s campaign against brib- 
ery. 

Snyder made no defense to the charge 
that he had bribed Uthoff, but based his 
defense on the contention that he had 
been a resident of Missouri and there- 
fore was entitled to the benefit of the 
statute of limitations. 

Mr. Folk convinced the jury that Sny- 
der had legally been a resident of New 
York for a large part of the time since 
the offense, and the capitalist was given 
a five-year sentence. The Supreme 
Court remanded the case. 

It was in pleading with the jury in 
behalf of Snyder that Judge Henry S. 
Priest made the declaration, which has 
become famous, that “bribery is only a

CONTEMPT CHARGE 
AGAINST WHITE 


Federal Warrant Issued for 
American De Forest Wire- 
less President. 


’ A warrant ‘was issued Saturday for 
the arrest of Abraham White, president 
of the De Barest.. Wireless . Telegraph 
Co., on a charge of contempt of court. 
Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney Dyer issued the warrant, ; 

The contempt charge grows out of 
proceedings in the United States Dis- 
trict Court of New York, Noy. =, 196, 
when Judge Hoyt H. Wheeler issued an 
injunction against Mr. White and the 
De Forest company, restraining them 
froin the use of a patent receiver for 
electro-magnetic currents. 

The injunction was issued. at the in- 
stance of the National Electric Signal 
Co., which charged that the use of the 
receiver by the De Forest company was 
in violation of patents held by the Na- 
tional company. | 

Since the injunction was issued, it is 
alleged, the De Forest company has 
continued the use of the receiver. On 
this ground the contempt proceedings 
were instituted. 

Judge Jacob Klein, attorney for Mr. 
White, went Saturday to the United 
States District Attorney's office and 
pledged his word that Mr. White would 
appear there Monday morning for the 
preliminary hearing before a United 
States Commissioner. Mr. White's 
home is at 5164 Washington boulevard. , 

Judge: Kiein gave out this statement 
for Mr. White: 

“Mr. White and the De Forrest com- 
pand did continue the use of the re- 
ceiver, which the court found that they 
ought not to use, on advice of their 
attorneys in New York. The whole mat- 
ter will be taken to the Supreme Court 
for settlement. 

‘When the Federal Court in New York 
decided that Mr. White was in contempt 
of the court, he ene in St. Louis, the 
only' way to reach him was by an at- 
tachment. That attachment was issued 
here this maior} Mr. White will ap- 
pear Monday and give bond to appear 
before the New York court. 

“I telegraphed the New York counsel, 
and asked them to make arrangements 
to have the case set for some time in 
the latter part of June. On the date 
set, Mr. White will go before the New 
York court and give $10,000 bond, accord- 
ing to its order, to obey the further 
orders of the court. But the New York 
court cannot issue any further orders in 
the case until the question of the De 
Forest Co.’s right to use the receiver 
has been tested in the Supreme Court.”’

FOLK 18 NOT SURPRISED. 


Governor Says He Knew Lan- 
drum Was Republican. 


Gov. Folk expressed surprise to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Jefferson City 
Saturday that the politicians, particular- 
ly Democratic politicians, should com- 
ment on the appointment of Col. Thom- 
as J. Landrum, proprietor of the Plant- 
ers Hotel, as a member of his military 
staff. 

Col. Landrum is a Republican. He was 


a member of the staff of Gov. Bradley 
of Kentucky, the only Republican ex- 
ecutive in the history of the Bluegtass 
State, prior to his coming to St. Lwouis 
a few years ago.

The Governor declared there was no 
partisanship connected with the selec- 
tion of his military staff, and that the 
places thereon were merely honorary, 
being given to men of prominence in 
different parts of the State, regardless 
of their political affiliations. 

Col. Landrum is the only Republican 
on Gov. Folk’s staff. The Governor said 
he was under the impression that other 
Democratic executives appointed Repub- 
licans on their staff. but he was unable 
to cite a specific instance.

He Failed to Locate a West End 
Church in Board Ex-

After a burglar chase that covered a 
half dozen blocks, over fences and 
through alleys, in which he fired five 
shots, at a fleeing burglar, Policeman 
Thomas Cuddihee twice wounded Harry 
Smith, a negro, near Union Station 
early Saturday. 

Smith was taken to the City Hospital, 
and if he survives his wounds, will be 
sent to trial on a charge of burglary and 
larceny. 

The chase began at Eighteenth and 
Olive streets, on the same corner where 
Cuddihee two weeks ago captured two 
other alleged burglars, William and Leo 
Burns, wounding the former. 

Cudihee was, walking east on Olive 
street at 44% a. m., and passing the 
jewelry store of Mueller Brothers, 1804 
Olive street, saw a shadow that aroused 
his suspicion. A light burns all night 
in the rear of the jewelry store. There 
was a man behind the counter near the 
front of the store, and he had his hand 
in the show case. 

Cudihee dropped and watched for ‘an 
instant, and saw the burglar drop on 
his hands and knees and start to crawl 
toward the rear of the store. The po- 
liceman stepped toward the door, and 
placing his revolver against the window 
pane, called out a command to halt. 
The negro jumped up and ran toward 
the rear door. 


One in Arm, One in Back. 


The door yielded to his touch, and 
Cuddihee ran to and through the gang- 
way between 1804 and 1806 Pine street. 


When he came out of the south end of 
the gangway he saw the negro climb- 
ing the fence of the yard at 1811 Pine 
street. The negro was 75 feet away, 
but Cuddihee fired just as the negro 
was preparing to drop on the inside. 

His aim was good, and the burglar’s 
right arm was shattered. The fugitive 
did not pause. He ran across the lots 
behind 1818, 1815 and 1817 Pine street, 
with Cuddihee gaining on him, and 
shouting to him to halt. 

The negro* was compelled to ciimb 
another fence and dropped into the al- 
ley at the rear of 1819 Pine street. While 
he was on the top of the fence, Cuddi- 
hee fired again, but missed. The negro 
ran west through the alley to Nine- 
teenth street, thence across a vacant 
lot, and finally reached Twentieth and 
Market streets. 

While crossing this vacant lot there 
was no obstruction, and Cudihee gained 
on his man. He fired once more, and 
the bullet struck the negro in the back. 
Even this shot did not drop the bur- 
giar, who continued his way south oa 
Market street. 

At the northwest corner of Union 
Station Cuddihee saw William Gunn of 
318 North Channing avenue standing 
on the corner. 

‘‘Here,’’ said the policeman to Gunn, 
“take my revolver. Chase that man. 
He is a burglar. Don’t let him get out 
of your sight. He is shot and will drop 
oe I am all in. My wind has given 
ou — 

Gunn did not pause to argue. He took 
the revolver and took up the chase. 
Cuddihee followed, as well as he could. 
He saw the negro run into the Unton 
Station Midway at Twentieth street. 


“Pal” Failed Burglar. 


The negro ran into a toilet room and 
Cuddihee entered it almost as soort as 
Gunn. The panting policeman placed 
the cornered negro under arrest and 
called for an ambulance. 

The wounded negro said his name 
was Harry Smith, and that he lived 
at 4829 Dearborn street, in Chicago, 
and had been in St. Louis but a few 
days. He admitted the burglery and 


‘said he had a “pal,” who was sup- 


posed to be his “lookout,” but had 
failed in his task. 

Cuddihee searched his prisoner ana 
found several.watches and other arti- 
cles, which were identified as having 
been taken from the jewelry store. 

Smith said he had broken into the 
Store by using a screwdriver on the 
front transom, and that he had un- 
locked the rear door to give him a 
means of escape.

GOOD PINOCHLE PLAYER 





Had Won Two Games With 
Friend Few Hours Be- 
fore Tragedy. 


HAD BUSINESS TROUBLE 
Said to Have Lost Money Be- 
cause of Wrangles With 
Labor Unions. 





Edward T. Cooke, 59 years old, presi- 
dent of the Cooke Electrical Co., 1409 
Chestnut street, shot himself through 
the head at 6:20 a. m. Saturday at his 
home, 2002 Thomas street, in the room 
in which his-wife Was sleeping and-died 
a few minutes later. He had given no 
hint of an intention to kil] himself and 
his relatives are unable to account for 
his act. 

Mr. Cooke was an expert and almost 
invincible pinochle player. He spent 
Friday evening playing the game at his 
home with Josn Wolff of 2604 Thomas 
Street. He was absent-minded and did 
not play well, but seemed in his usual 
spirits both during and after the game. 

He and his wife, Mrs. Elizabeth Cooke, 
retired in their room, the second-floor 
front, at 11 o'clock. 

When Mrs. Cooke was awakened Sat- 
urday morning by a revolver shot she 
leaped out of bed and found her hus- 
band lying on the floor with a revolver 
near his right hand. There was a bul- 
It wound in the right ear. 

Edward W. Cooke, 32 years old, son 
of the couple, was downstairs. He heard 
the shot and ran _ upstairs. W. H. 
Mackay, the son-in-law of Mr. and Mrs. 
Cooke, who lives next door, at 2600 
Thomas street, also heard the shot and 
cries of Mrs. Cooke and ran across. AS 
soon as he saw what had occurred he 
called Dr. Orlando Gibson of 1310 North 
Jefferson avenue, but when the doctor 
arrived Mr. Cooke was breathing his 
last. He died without having regained 
consciousness. 

Was Good Pinochle ,Piayer. 


Mr. Cooke was an inveterate pfino- 
chle player. He played almost every 
night with his neighbor, Wolff, some- 
times at his home and sometimes at 
Wolff's. They played an hour Friday 
night. Mrs. Cooke sometimes joined fm, 
but she did not do so Friday night. 

Mr. Wolff noticed that Mr. Cdodke 
played listlessly and was not up to 
his usual form. 

“About 7 o’¢lock last night I called 
across the fence to Cooke and asked 
him if he wanted to ma a game: of 
pinochle,’’ said Mr. Wolff Saturday. 
“Hie told me to come over and he 
would play, but he did not appear to be 
in his usual spirits and did not joke 
with me as he usually did. .. went Over 
and we played until 8 o'clock. Two 
games were played and he won both of 
them, but he was not playing up to his 
usual form and made a number of 
breaks. At that he beat me, though, as 
he was very hard to beat in a two- 
handed game. 

“after I veturned home I saw him 
plaving solitaire in his room. He was 
still playing when I went to bed. 

Cooke had been troubled with ab- 
sent-mindedness for the past two 
years, but had not appeared to be de- 
spondent and had not hinted at sui- 
cide. He had never had a serious ill- 
ness. 

So far as the members of the family 
know, his business affairs are in good 
shape. He was financial reporter of 
the Knights of Honor and a member 
of the Protective Home Circle. 

Besides his wife and son he leaves 
four daughters, Mrs. W. H. Mackay, 
Mrs. Margaret Moll, Miss Mattie 
Cooke and Miss Mannon Cooke. 

Mr. Cooke had been financial reporter 
of Oak Lodge, Knights of Honor, since 
1875. He had also been a member of the 
Finance Committee of the Grand Lodge 
for 12 years. In the latter capacity he 
handled no funds, but as financial re- 
porter he received the monthly assess- 
ments of the members and made month- 
ly reports to the treasurer, Frank Sliger. 


Had Business Troubles. 


Mr. Sliger, one of Mr. Cvoke's close 
acquaintances, said Saturday: ‘I do not 
know what the cause of Mr. Cooke’s sui- 
cide could have been unless It was on 
account of business trouble. He had 
complained bitterly of financial losses. 
His business undertakings for several 
years had been unfortunate. 

Mr. Winter, whe has long been an 
intimate acquaintance of Cooke, said: 
“The last time I met Mr. Cooke, about 
ten days ago, he was greatly depressed 
over business troubles which began dur- 
ing the World's Fair, and said to me, ‘I 
tell you, Al, this thing is killing me. ] 
can't stand it much longer.’ 

“T did not take the remark seriously 
at the time.

BOY KILLED BI 
FRIEND'S. WEAPON 


Shotgun Accidentally Dis- 
charged During Scuffle on 
Hunting Trip. 


Jonas Memec of Fort Bellefontaine, a 


cement worker, 16 years old, was killed 
by the discharge of a shotgun held by 
John Filip, a boy companion. The two 
were in a -party of seven youths of the 
village, out hunting. Coroner Koch of 
St. Louis County returned a_ verdict 
Saturday of accidental killing. 

The boys, all employed at tne plant of 
the St. Louis Cement & Quarry Co., at 
Fort Bellefontaine, 16 miles northeast of 
Clayton, spent Friday afternoon hunt- 
ing. They went to the woods near the 
town, having two shotguns between 
them. 

The accident occurred as the boys 
Were returning to their homes late 
in the afternoon. Filip, with a shot- 
fun over his shoulder, was walking 
at the head of the party, accompanied 
by Calo Lassop. Lassop made a ae 
ful effort to get possession of the 
shotgun, and in the slight § scuffle 
which followed it was discharged. 

The charge struck Memec in the 
chest, and he died almost instantly, 
Lassop and Filip were so terrified 
that they ran, and did not go to their 
homes until late that night. 

The four other boys picked up the 
body of their companion and carried 
it to his home.

Woman Is Condemned to Hang 
With Hottman for Slay- 
ing Husband.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 26.—-<Gov. 
Folk is being besieged by letters and pe- 
titions from all parts of Missouri, both 
protesting against the hanging of Aggie 
Myers of Kansas City, sentenced to be 
hanged in Liberty, Mo., June 28, and al- 
so urging that no difference be made 
between her case and that of a man. 


Aggie Myers and Frank Hottman are; 


under sentence of death for the murder 
of the woman's husband. 

The majority of’ the letters received 
are pleas for the life of the woman, 
urging that her sentence be commuted 
to life imprisonment. 

Gov. Folk will immediately begin a 
close investigation of the case, and 
ordered that the complete testimony and 
all court proceedings be laid before 
him. He will search the record in hope 
of finding a flaw which will justify him 
in commuting the sentence. 

The Governor has frequently expressed 
himself as opposed to hanging women. 
He refuses to be quoted at this time, Dut 
indicates In conversations that there is 
little probability that the woman will be 
hanged. 


Governor Has the Power. 


The law gives the Governor the power 
to commute any death sentence and he 
is the sole judge of the eufficiency of 
the reasons for the commutation. 

The Governor, however. 


murder cases, is a great believer in the 
courts, and does not like to interfere in 
a case which has pased the highest 
court. The Supreme Court, however, 
goes only into the law and the court 
procedure. It does not go into the evi- 
dence, which has been passed upon by 
a jury, the sole judge. 

The Governor declined to say Sat- 
urday whether or not he would commute 
the sentence if he should find the record 
to be perfect, and the evidence to just- 
ify a verdict of first degree murder. 
He also declined to say whether he 
would commute Hottman’s sentence if 
he commuted that of the woman. The 
woman was convicted on Hottmans 
confession. 

He confessed to killing Myers, but he 
declared he did so at the solicitation 
of Mrs. Myers. The woman denied Hott- 
man's statement, and declared her hus- 
band was killed by negro burglars. 

The report has reached the Governor 
thatthe woman is in a delicate condi- 
tion, but he looks upon this with a de- 
gree of suspicion. 

Attorneys of Mrs. Myers have de- 
clared their intention of taking the case 
to the United States Supreme Court, on 
the ground that she is about to be de- 
prived of her life without due process of 
law, in that several of the jurors had 
expressed an opinion about the case be- 
fore the trial. 

The United States Court has held, 
however, in previous cases, that the 
courts of each State are the judges of 
what constitutes due process of law 
under the practice of the State.

Watkins Answers Goodwin, 


William L. Watkins, State Supervisor 
of Building and Lian Associations, in re- 
sponse to questions relaéive to the criti- 
cisms made on his report by Assistant 
Attorney-General Goodwin, said: 

“The Assistant Attorney-General says 
that I was ‘very charitable’ in showing 
no serious deficiency in the accounts of 
the National Bond Cc. when I made my 
examination, Dec. 16, 19065. 

“Tt consider that statement an injus- 
tice to my office. 

‘The National Bond Co, was solvent 
on the date in question. That is to say, 
there was money enough in the treasury 
to satisfy the requirements of all bond- 
holders. 

“Sufficient funds to reimburse the 
stockholders were not on hand, however, 
I was not looking after the interests of 
the stockholders. My duty was solely 
tv protect the bondholders. 

“The company kept a redemption, re- 
serve and expense fund. The reserve 
fund met all our requirements, but I 
found the redemption fund was not kept 
up as it should have been. 


Says Hadley Advised Him. 


“The officers explained that the 


amount of money deposited with the 
State Treasurer to the credit of the re- 
serve fund was ample to provide for the 
redemption of bonds, hence no redemp- 
tion fund was necessary. I still insisted 
that the company should maintain a 
separate fund for redemption purposes, 
but before the board had time to comply 
with this request receivership proceed- 
ings had been instituted. 

“The failure of the National Bond Co, 
is due to bad judgment in the part of the 
management, rather than to mistaken 
business policy. The concern was not 
run on an economical basis. Extrava- 
gant salaries were paid. 

“I consider these bond companies, 
when properly managed, just as safe as 
life insurance companies. 

“They differ from the latter in that 
they have no mortuary feature.

WASHINGTON, May 2%.—The United 
States Senate has practically given 
Senator Joseph Ralph Burton of Kan- 
sas one week in which to resign, The 
alternative is expulsion. 

The members of the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections yesterday dis- 
cussed the convention of the Kansas 
Senator as a result of his connection 
with the Rialto Grain and Securities 
Co. of St. Louis, and decided that the 
jail sentence and fine of $2500 imposed 
on Senator Burton make it imperative 
that he quit the Senate. It was decided, 
however, to give him an opportunity to 
resign, and should he present his resig- 
nation before Friday of next week he 
will be spared the humiliation of being 
driven out of the Senate by an ouster 


resolution. 
Notice to this effect will be served on 


Burton, and on Friday next the Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections will 
meet to draw up the resolution of ex- 
pulsion if the resignation is not forth- 


coming. 
The fact that President Roosevelt had 


{indicated to various Senators that, in 
his opinion, Senator Burton should im- 
mediately resign or be expelled was 
mentioned at the committee meeting 


yesterday. 
Reject Burton’s Proposal. 


Burtons’ proposal to Senator Burrows, 
chairman of the committee, that provid- 
ed no action were taken on his case in 
the meantime, Burton would resign his 
seat if the Supreme Court denied the ap- 
plication for a rehearing of the case, 
was brought to the committee’s atten- 
tion at today’s meeting, but was im- 
mediately rejected. 

Senator Foraker and Senator Knox 
were particularly insistent that some 
action should be taken at once against 
Burton uniess he voluntarily retired 
from the Senate. It was evident from 
the views exchanged that the committee 
was unanimously in favor of ridding the 
Senate of Burton. 

. The consideration of Burton’s case 
was based on a resolution proposed by 
Senator Hale on Tuesday, directing the 
committee on privileges, and it is to 
report on the effect of the Supreme 
Court's decision upon Burton's status 
as a Senator. Owing to the fact that 
five members of the cormmmittee were ab- 
sent, it was determined to take no ac- 
tion on this‘ lution ‘until tthe next 
meeting of the committee. There 
no question of partisanship involved in 
Purton’s case.

ANARCHISTS’ BELIEF, 
OLDMAN SAYS

CHICAGO, May 2.—The unconven- 
tional loves of two anarchists—the bill- 
ing and cooing of Alexander Berkman 
and Emma Goldman—is now in progress 
in the parks and in the haunts of the 
“Reds."" To the report that she had 
married Berkman, Miss Goldman en- 
tered a vigorous denial. 

“We anarchists do not believe in mar- 
riage,”’ she said. ‘‘Marriage means gov- 
ernment and government means force. 
We don’t want it.”’ : 

Sitting hand in hand in Lincoln Park, 
the smitten pair admitted they *were 
deeply in love with each other. Said 
Miss Goldman: 

“It is a true, spiritual love that still 
leaves free scope for individuality. That 
companionship. But whenever 
one anarchist ceases to love another 
more than anyone else in the world, 
then he is free to go his way.” 

“Emma visited me twice while I*was 
in prison,’’ said Berkman; as he smiled 
upon her lovingly. ‘‘The first time was 
after I had been there two months.’ She 
came as my sister. Then, for 10 years, 
I had no visitor. They kept me in soli- 
tary confinement. But two months ago 
Emma came to see me.” 

“I’ve known Berkman since 1889, and I 
love him,” said Emma, frankly, ‘‘and 
now I am going to say something that 
will shock you and shock your readers. 
I love him so, that if I had been able 
to comfort Berkman with the affection 
of any woman during the time he has 
been in that Penitentiary, I would have 
done everything in my power to so com- 
fort him.’’ 

Berkman, whose face has a good col- 
or, despite his years of confinement, 
glowed as he said: 

“The love of one anarchist for another 
is the most beautiful love there is.” 

And later Berkman, his large, dark 
eves aglow, said: iy 

“It is queer that we anarchists who 
don’t believe in governors call Emma. 
Goldman the ‘Queen of Anarchists.’ She 


is all that.’’ 

Both Anarchist Goldma.. and Anar- 
chist Berkman are small in stature, 
though stocky. Berkman is about 6 feet 
6 inches in height and weighs 142 pounds 
as contrasted with a weight of 167 be- 
fore he went to prison.

I had sent my card in there sev- 
eral times before. When I shot at Frick 
the bullet grazed his neck and he 
dropped on the floor. He feigned being 
dead, but Leishman, now the Minister 
to Turkey, who was in the office with 
Frick, was a brave man. He jumped at 
me and the scuffle followed. When the 
crowd came in Frick quit playing ‘pos- 
sum and yelled, ‘He’s murdered me.’ ”’ 

Asked why he had attempted to do 
away with Frick, Berkman gave a re- 
ply and this was taken down carefully 
in writing. He said: 

“T'll tell you in a nutshell. As an 
anarchist, I am opposed to force. An 
anarchist ‘s against the government be- 
cause government is essentially force. 
It might seem paradoxical for me to 
believe that and yet use force. But, 
when an anarchist uses force, it is 
from a choice of the lesser of two evils, 
in order to benefit humanity.

Frick had brought in armed 
guards, against the State law—the 
Pinkertons. He had refused to arbi- 
trate. He was mean and cruel. There- 
fore, I decided it was necessary to re- 
move him.”

“I hope 
you will publish a statement showing 
the absurdity of that old idea that an- 
archists draw lots and delegate one 
another wnen it becomes necessary to 
remove someone.

“Tyranny in Russia, where I lived, 
made me a4 revolutionist. On coming to 
America in 1887—I am now 36 years old 
—the story of the hanging of the Hay- 
market anarchists in Chicago made me 
become an anarchist.’’ 

“Would you make another attack 
like that on Frick, now that you have 
been imprisoned so long?’’ 

“T am still an anarchist; will always 
be one. It would depend on circum- 
stances.” 

. Berkman accuses the Pennsylvania 
authorities of doubling up charges 
against him unconstitutionally. 

“Put it down in writing that I re- 
ceived 22 years when I should have re- 
ceived only seven, and that they gave 
me just as little credit for good con- 
duct as they could,” he concluded.

Four indictments charging the mur- 
der of Gus Damelos and George Sar- 
denis, former St. Louisans, have been. 
returned by the grand jury of Phil- 


lips County, Ark., where the killin 
took place. The men held are Sy 
Boyd, proprietor of a saloon at Gurley 
Station, near Helena, Ark.; Sam Boyd, 
Eaggeetng Se a Fame a his bar- 
er, an : Sampbell, < 
Sheriff. . als ebted 

Information of the indictments was 
first received in St. Louis by Demetri- 
us Jannopoulo, Greek Consul, to 
whose efforts the indictments are 
partly due. The accused men were 
arrested after the St. Louisans were 
killed, but were discharged by a Jus- 
tice of the Peace in Helena. When 
Jannopoulo learned this he entered 
into correspondence with Gov. Jeff 
Davis, and later went to Arkansas to 
urge investigation by the grand jury. 

Basileos Damelos, a brother of one 
of the murdered men, lives at 814 
Market street, St. Louis. Sardenis had 
no relatives in St. Louis, The death 
of the two men followed a mock tria] 
in a little schoolhouse near Gurley 
Station. The decree of the mock trial] 
was that they should die for ‘having 
quarreled and fought with Syd Bova 
and Knowlton. They were led into the 
clearing in front of the schoolhouse 
and shot to death. 

Sardenis and Damelos left St. Louis 
as members of a construction gang 
employed on a railroad at the station. 
The quarrel and fist fight, in which 
no one was badly hurt, occurred last 
Easter Sunday in Boyd's saloon. 

The mock trial and execution took 
Place the following morning, and a 
number of laborers and friends of the 
Boyds who are said to have witnesseq 
it, were summoned before the grand 
jury. 

Eleven bullets were found in the 
body of Damelos and nine.in the body 
of Sardenis. Damelos was brought to 
St. Louis for burial.

Great Northern Railroad, three houses 
and a grain elevator were wrecked. An 
unidentified man was killed by the fall- 
ing elevator. 
_At Whiting, Io., a house which stands 
just where one was which was de- 
stroyed three years ago by a cyclone 
was blown down. 

The occupants of the house saw the 
storm approaching and escaped injury in 
taking refuge in the cellar. No other 
damage was done, the tornado lifting 
immediately after passing the wrecked 
premises, 

At Pender, Neb., several houses were 
destroyed. 

At Decatur, Neb., 
were blown away. 

At Oakland, Neb., the twister could 
be plainly seen from the town as it 
whirled up the Logan Valley. The great- 
est damage was done in the vicinity of 
this place. John Engdale was blown 
half a mile and deposited on the wreck 
of his house. - He -was injured. Two 
children of William Allison, a farmer, 
were killed. 

Telephone and telegraph wires are 
down in all directions where the cy- 
clone passed.

PART OF COLLEGE 


State Post-Graduate Medical 
School Will Have Ample 
Clinics. 


The question of a State post-gradu- 
ate medical school for St. Louis will 
be decided by the Legislature, which 
will be asked to make an appropria- 


tion for its establishment and main- 
tenance. The Board of Curators of 
Missouri State University, in confer- 
ence with the trustees of Barnes Hos- 
pital Fund, at the St. Louis Club, de- 
cided to establish the school in connec- 
tion with the Barnes Hospital. 

A committee composed of D. R. 
Francis, Campbell Wells of Platte 
City, Walter Williams of Columbia and 
B. H. Bonfoey of Unionville, was ap- 
pointed to meet from time to time 
with the trustees and confer on plans. 
It was intended to establish an under- 
graduate department here, but protests 
from existing medical schools led to 
—_ decision on a post-graduate school 
only. 

The new Barnes Hospital, with which 
the new school will be connected, was 
endowed by the*late Robert A. Barnes 
with a $1,000,000 bequest. A tract of 
land was purchased by the trustees at 
King’s highway and Euclid avenue, 
with a frontage of 800 feet on the two 
streets and a depth of more than 300 
feet. The hospital building, when com- 
pleted, will face Forest Park on two 
sides. It is hoped to have the building 
ready within two years.

BARTENDER CAUGHT 


Tony Jerbic, Accused of Hickey 
Murder, Taken in Hot 


Springs. 
RELEASED, HE VANISHED 








Coroner Overrode Verdict of 
Jury, Which Failed 
to Hold Him. 


Tony Jerbic, bartender in “King 
George’ Facan’s saloon at Madison, near 
which John Hickey, an overland travel- 
er, is supposed to have been drugged, 
robbed of $500 and murdered, has been 
arrested in Hot Springs, Ark. Patrol- 
man Gilliland from Madison started Sat- 


urday to get Jerbic. A warrant charg- 
ing murder was issued several days ago, 
and a reward of $25 was offered for his 
arrest. 

Hickey, with his wife and family, 
started in a prairie schooner from his 
old home in Chesterfield, ll, to Daven- 
port, O. T. He left his wife and daugh- 
ter with relatives in East 8t. Louls. He 
intended to establish a new home in the 
Southwest and send for his family. 

When Hickey went into Madison he 
had $500 in his pockets. Drinking in 
various bars, he displayed his little 
hoard. 

Hickey dropped qut of sight for a day. 
A search was begun. He was found dy- 
ing in the rear of ‘‘King George's.’’ Two 
hours later he was dead. His pocket con- 
tained but one penny. 

The Coroner's autopsy showed that 
death was due to a blow on the back of 
the head, such as might have been in- 
flicted avith a sandbag or a heavy piece 
of rubber hose. There was some evi- 
dence that Hickey had been drugged 
before he was struck. “ 

At the inquest witnesses swore they 
saw Jerbic and a companion showing 
large rolls of bills after Hickey’s death, 
They spent money freely, and according 
to witnesses, said something about ‘‘get- 
ting a nice piece of money easy.”’ 

Coroner Streeper attended the inquest 
and heard this testimony. He believed 
there was more than enough evidence to 
hold them at least for a higher court. 
The Coroner left early and returned to 
his home in Alton and it was the sur- 
prise of his life when he learned next 
morning that Jebric and the other man 
had been discharged. 

The Coroner then swore out warrants. 
But Jerbic had fled. Circulars with his 
picture and a description were sent 
through the country. Jerbic was recog- 
nized in Hot Springs and arrested.

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THE REBATE CASES. 

The conviction of Freight Broker Thomas and his 
clerk, Taggart, on a charge of conspiracy in the 
giving of rebates on railroad shipments, is a gratify- 
ing conclusion of the cases tried before Judge Mc- 
Pherson in Kansas City. The verdict places in a 
most unenviable light the shippers who employed 
Thomas to get favors from railroads and who testi- 
fied that they received packages of money from un- 
Some of the 
packages of money were handed them by men whom 
they could not identify, and some were sent by ex- 
press from sources which they asserted were un- 
known to them. 

Such testimony is ridiculous. It is astonishing 
that merchants of standing, heads of great mer- 
cantile establishments should make such statements 
on the witness stand, or would stoop to methods and 
processes which suggest the ways and means of 
handling bribe money in a boodle deal. The results 
of this investigation point to the necessity of a more 
thorough inquiry which will disclose the entire in- 
iquitous system by which favored merchandise ship- 
pers are given advantages over others by the rail- 
roads. 

Judge McPherson gave the merchants, who em- 
ployed Thomas and were the beneficiaries of his re- 
bate work, a stinging but merited rebuke. He in- 
timated that they were guilty of crimes, thus in- 
dicating a new line of prosecution.

The blind- 
man is seated on a stool low enough to 
prevent his own shadow from being 
thrown on the cloth. At some distance 
behind him is placed, on a high table 
or other suitable support, a single lamp, 
and all the other lights are put out. 

When all is ready the persons in the 

party form a sort of procession and pass 
in a line, one after the other. between 
the lamp and the back of the blind-man, 
who is forbidden to turn his head. The 
light of the lamp, being intercepted by 
cack of the persons who pass before 
it, makes upon the white cloth a suc- 
cession of shadows very clearly de- 
fined. 
As the shadows pass before him the 
blind-man is obliged to name aloud the 
person whose portrait he imagines he 
sees in profile, and the ‘mistakes made 
cause much amusement. 

Each one has the privilege of chang- 
ing his appearance as much as possible 
by stooping, limping, making faces, or 
trying in any way to make himself un- 
recognizable. Forfeits may be given by 
the person guessed if desired.

From the Chairman of the Civic Fed- 
eration of America. 

I have received your ‘cittular ‘letter 
asking for my opinion ap to the meaning 
of Socialism in America and its relation 
to American institutions. I observe that 
it begins with the statement that six 
years ago Senator Hanna, then chair- 
man of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, expressed the conviction that So- 
clalism would be the chief political issue 
of 1912. 

I am aware that this statement of 
Senator Hanna's, originally published in 
the Socialist papers, has been going the 
rounds of" the press for a considerable 
time, notwithstanding the fact that it 
was often @mphatically contradicted by 
him, and in spite of the fact that 
his opinion was exactly the reverse. In 
an interview in the Chicago Times- 
Herald, Dec. 2, 1900, Mr. Hanna, in reply 
to a question from a man in New York 
regarding the dangers of Socialism, an- 
swered: 

“I am not a bit afraid of Socialism, 
and will tell you why. There are two 
things that will prevent it. One is the 
American school system; the other is 
the Roman Catholic Church. That great 
church is just as much against Socialism 
as the Protestant churches, as I happen 
to know, and in the last campaign ap- 
peals to class hatred were frowned upon 
by the highest digtiitaries and most in- 
fluential men of the Catholic organiza- 
tion. As long as this restraining force 





continues to operate yOu need have no 
fear of Socialism dominating America.’’ 

In addition to the anti-Socialist forces 
of the Church and the schools Senator 
Hanna also recognized the transcendent 
importance of the opposition of organ- 
ized labor. The Socialists themselves 
recognize this and are exerting every 
effort to ‘‘capture’’ the trades unions or 
to “smash” them, 

Mr. Jack London, president 
league organized for the purpose of 
teaching sociglism to the young men in 
the colleges, forcibly states this policy 
when he says: 

‘The Socialists turn their energies on 
the trade-union movement. To win the 
trade unions is well nigh to win the vic- 
tory. Instead of antagonizing the 
unions, the Socialists proceed to concil- 
late the unions. ‘Let every good §So- 
cialist join the union of his trade! Bore 
from within and capture the trade-union 
movement.’ Today the great labor 
unions are honeycombed with Socialists. 
At work and at play, at business meet- 
ing and at council, their insidious propa- 
ganda goes on. Night and day, tireless 
and unrelenting as a mortgage, they 
labor at thelr self-imposed task of 
undermining society.” 

The ‘“boring-from-within" policy has 
been adopted by the Debs Socialists. 
The other branch of Socfalists, known 
as the De Leonites, boldly undertakes 
to “smash the unions’’ from without 
by open attacks, in which effort,

But what is more important than the 
purpose of the Socialists toward the 
unions is the attitude of the unions 
towards the Socialists. 
tional organizations affillated with the 
American Federation of Labor, repre- 
senting 2,000,000 wage-earners, it is safe 
to say that not over five are controlled 
by Socialists, and these are crafts of cOm- 
paratively small membership The great 
railway brotherhoods of engineers, fire- 
men, trainmeéen, conductors, etc., are 
every one strongly anti-Socialist. 

The “boring -from- within’ faction 
American Federation of Labor in Boston 
in 1908. On this occasion, at the close of 
a masterful speech, Samuel Gompers, 
president of the Federation, dealt So- 
cialism this stinging blow: 

“Tl want to tell you Socialists that I 
have studied your philosophy; read your 
works upon economics, and not the 
meanest of them; studied your standard 
works, both in English and German— 
have not only read, but studied them. 
I have heard your orators and watched 
the work of your movement the world 
over. I have kept close watch upon your 
doctrines for 30 years; have been closely 
associated with many of you, and know 
how you think and what you propose. 
I know. too, what you have up your 
sleeve, and I want to say that I am 
entirely at variance with your  phi- 
losophy. I declare it to you, I am not 
only at variance with your doctrines, 
but with your philosophy. Economically 
you are unsound; socially you are 
wrong; industrially you are an impos- 
sibility.” 

A vote was then taken, resulting in 

147 for Socialism and 11,282 against. 
In 19064, at the annual meeting in San 
Francisco, the Socialist resolution was 
so overwhelmingly voted down that a 
poll was not demanded. In 196, at 
Pittsburg, the “borers from within’’ did 
not even propose a vote. 
The De Leonite Socialists have tried 
all kinds of plans to “smash the unions” 
from without, the latest one being to 
organize an independent labor body to 
oppose the American 
Labor. Neither the De Leonite policy 
of “smashing from without” nor the 
Debsite policy of “‘boring from within” 
has had any appreciable influence on the 
American Federation of Labor. 

It is easy to take election returns and 
make great claims of Socialistic 
strength. The Socialists well understand 
that. Mr. Debs’ vote of 400,000 was a

example, the single taxers throughout 
the country, who have no more use for 
socialism than they have for smallpox, 
voted for him. That this is well recog- 
nized by Socialists any reader of their 
papers can readily discover. They la- 
ment that the members of their party 
are less than 5 per cent of the voters, or 
less than 250,000. One paper has been 
calling the attention of the party to 
“the states where there was the great- 
est increase of the Debs’ vote,” and 
urging the Socialists to do their utmost 
“to capture those who were just voting 
their first vote, in order to get them 
really into the party.” 

But what is more significant than 
Debs’ 400,000 votes, as bearing on the 
growth of Socialism, is the result of the 
elections last fall and this spring. In 
six states which elected one or more 
State officers last fall the vote fell far 
below Debs’ vote in 194. Nebraska fell 
from 7412 to 3421, Ohio from 36,260 to 17,- 
7%, Pennsylvania from 21,863 to 10,390, 
etc.; while in Massachusetts, where two 
or three years ago there were a number 
of Socialist Mayors, today there is none, 
and the Socialist vote is speedily grow- 
ing less. 

The cry of Socialism is ‘‘to help the 
workingman.”’ From a poll made recent- 
lyly by one of the leading labor journals 
of the men who are doing the talking 
and writing for Socialism it was found 
that nine-tenths of them were newspa- 
per writers and men in the professions. 
The, great mass of workingmen them- 
selves recognize that under the regime 
of Socialism their ‘“‘last state would be 


far worse than their first.’’
